CEREBRO-SPINAL MENINGITIS.

I do not in this article propose to discuss 
the cause, symptoms, diagnosis or prognosis 
of this disease, as it is, unfortunately, too 
well known to the profession. Those who 
wish to investigate the subject at length 
will find all the information they may de- 
sire in Condie’s edition of Watson’s Prac- 
tice, and Atkins on the Diseases of North 
Germany. Dunglison also speaks of the 
disease as it occurred in France and Ireland, 
Mississippi, Tennessee and Missouri. Hays, 
of Mississippi, Taylor, of Tennessee, and 
Ames, of Montgomery, Ala., have all dis- 
cussed the disease with marked ability. I 
merely propose to give my treatment in 
some half dozen cases; and, if the same 
treatment has ever been pursued by others, 
T am not aware of the fact. 

When called to a case of cerebro-spinal 
meningitis, with the usual symptoms: con- 
vulsions, distortion of the features, curva- 
ture of the spine, inability to swallow, etc., 
I invariably administer from fifteen to 
twenty drops of veratrum viride, by enema, 
in two ounces of water. If that should not 
relax the muscles, I repeat the enema in 
half an hour, or until there is a thorough 
relaxation of the whole system. I prefer 
the veratrum viride from the fact that it 
seems to act specifically; and again, the 
bulk of fluid is so small that the rectum 
will tolerate it when it would not retain a 
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more bulky mass. The modus operandi of 

the veratrum is very apparent. It relaxes 

the muscles, disgorges the capillaries, equal- 

izes the circulation, in short, it transforms 

your patient from the convulsed, distorted 

condition to something like the normal man. 

I will here remark that the veratrum some- 

times produces sickness and vomiting, but 

by administering a small dose of brandy or: 
whiskey this is soon removed. This admin-- 
istration of brandy or whiskey must be by’ 
enema, if the patient is unable to swallow. 

As soon as the stomach is sufficiently quiet. 
to tolerate medicine, I put my patient upon. 
large doses of quinine, from fifteen to twenty’ 
grains, every four hours, to prevent a return 

of the paroxysm, administered by enema if 
the case require. 

I have given a condensed form of treat- 
ment which I have found uniformly suc- 
cessful. There are symptoms which ma _ 
and do arise that can be treated by the in 
telligent physician. 

I regret that I omitted to take notes of the: 
casés I have treated; but as I have just dis-. 
charged a case, and the treatment is all fresh 
in my memory, I will give it as an instance 
of successful treatment under the mode 
above stated. Eddie S , & bright, in- 
telligent boy of seven years, of nervous tem- 
perament, was attacked with chills, Satur-- 
day, Nov. lst. Saw him soon after the chill,. 
and prescribed a pill composed of quinine,. 
piperine, and blue mass, a pill to: be taken: 
every two hours. Saw him again on the 2d, 
and found him clear of feverand very lively. 
Continued the pills. Learned on the 3i, 
from his father, that he was still doing well. 
On Monday night, the 3d, at 8 o’clock, was 
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called to see him in haste, as he was reported 
dying. On my arrival, found him in con- 
vulsions, with spine bent back, occiput and 
heels approaching each other, perfectly 
rigid, and unable to swallow. I immedi- 
ately administered eight drops veratrum 
viride by enema. Waited half an hour; no 
improvement. I then administered another. 
Shortly after the last one he commenced 
tossing about in the bed, and appeared per- 
fectly relaxed; his countenance brightened 
up; in fact, there was a marked improve- 
ment in all the symptoms. I then put him 
on five grains of quinine every four hours, 
by ehema, as he was still unconscious and 
unable to swallow. He is now up (the 10th), 
taking quinine and iron as a tonic. 

I would give the names, ages, and tem- 
peraments of the other cases treated, but did 
not take notes at the time; but the treat- 
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ment was substantially the same. I will 
say, however, that in two of the cases there 
was slight paralysis of the tongue, which 
gradually passed off. If this treatment 
should be adopted by other physicians in 
the management of this formidable disease, 
I think they will find it equally as success- 
ful as I have found it, and I shall consider 
myself amply repaid for the trouble in the 
publication of this article. 

Nore.—I omitted to state in the proper 
place that I pour large quantities of cold 
water on the head of the patient, as the wa- 
ter seems to have a greater effect when ap- 
plied by pouring. Blisters, sinapisms, em- 
brocations, and liniments to the spine, cups, 
warm baths, leeches, etc., can be used by 
those who prefer them, but in my judgment 
and experience they will do no good, and 
will only answer to humbug the family.

PERISCOPE. 


Pasting Girls: Hysterical Anorexia. 

Sir WILLIAM GULL, in a paper quoted in 
‘the London Medical Times and Gazette, 
:gave some interesting observations on anor- 
‘exia hysterica. He believed that the want 
‘of appetite was due to a morbid mental 
state. He had not observed in the special 
‘eases in question any gastric disorder to 
“which the want of appetite could be referred. 
He believed that the origin was central, not 
‘peripheral. It was notorious that certain 
mental states were apt to destroy the appe- 
‘tite, and it would be admitted that young 
‘women of the ages named were specially ob- 
.noxious to mental perversity. We might 
-call the state hysterical without committing 
‘ourselves to the strict etymological value of 
“the word, or maintaining that the subjects 
-of anorexia hysterica had any of the com- 
-mon symptoms of hysteria proper. The 
author then gave details of two well-marked 
‘eases of this malady, with photographs of 
the patients in the stageof extreme atrophy, 
-and after they had recovered their weight 
.and strength. In the starvation stage, when 
the patients were for the most part brought 
for advice, all the functions were found to be 
‘below the normal standard, but otherwise 
normal, Temperature half a degree to a 
degree below normal; respirations, 12; 
pulse, 56 to 60. An examination of the vis- 
‘cera of the chest and abdomen discovered 
‘nothing texturally abnormal. In fact the 





clinical characteristics were those of starva- 
tion only, without any signs of visceral dis- 
ease. It was remarkable how long this con- 
dition often continued, and with how little 
change in the vital functions, the pulsation 
and respirations remaining at the low stand- 
ard named for a year or two or more. Such 
patients, though extremely wasted, com- 
plained of no pain, nor indeed of any ma- 
laise, but often were singularly restless and 
way ward, if the prostration had not reached 
its extremest point. In one case only hada 
fatal issue occurred, though sometimes the 
exhaustion was so great as to make possible 
recovery seem very doubtful. In this fatal case 
thrombosis took place in the femoral veins, 
the patient became feverish and died. Death 
followed from the thrombosis and the starva- 
tion only. The post-mortem examination 
discovered no tubercular nor other lesion. 
The author insisted that the diagnosis of 
these cases was to be made from the slow- 
ness of the pulse and breathing, from the 
slightly depressed temperature, and the ab- 
sence of any sign of visceral disease in the 
chest and abdomen, whilst the emaciation 
was explicable by the fact of chronic starva- 
tion. In reference to treatment, he con- 
tended that the patients require moral con- 
trol, and that, if possible, a change in the 
domestic relations should be made. That 
from the beginning food should be given at 
short intervals, and that patients should 
not be left to their own inclinations in the 
matter. If the exhaustion had reached an 


extreme point, then it might be necessary 
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to apply external heat to the body, as well 
as to administer food, as Chossat had long 
ago shown that starved animals, when the 
inanition was extreme, could not digest food 
without the aid of external heat. One of 
the best ways of applying heat in such 
cases was that suggested by Dr. Newington, 
of Ticehurst, by an india-rubber tube, hav- 
ing a diameter of two inches and a half, and 
a length of about four feet. This tube, 
filled with hot water, and placed in the bed 
along the spine of the patient, is often of 
great value. The author had not observed 
much advantage from the administration of 
drugs, whether tonics or alteratives. Be- 
lieving the disease to be due to a want of 
mental equilibrium, he would rather trust to 
moral influences and to feeding than to 
medicines, though these might still be 
amongst the adjuvantia. 





Syphilitic Uterine Discharges. 


The last volume of the St. George’s Hos- 
pital Reports contains three lectures on 
Urethral Discharges, by Mr. Henry Lee. In 
the first he shows that syphilitic persons 
are. liable to a urethral discharge which is 
not gonorrheeal, and which may communi- 
cate syphilis to a ‘‘ virgin subject.’’? Of these 
syphilitic urethral discharges there are two 
kinds; the primary and the secondary. In 
the former the or my = is attended by cir- 
cumscribed adhesive inflammation of the 
urethra, enlargement of the inguinal glands, 
and constitutional infection ; the second va-

persons after sexual intercourse. r. Lee 
shows that the discharge in both instances 
is capable of conveying syphilis, and con- 
tends that this is the rational explanation of 
many of the supposed cases of syphilis su- 
pervening on gonorrhea. He, moreover, 
asserts that it is highly —— that hered- 
itary syphilis is more frequently transmit- 
ted by semen mixing with the products of 
syphilitic disease of the urethra than by a 
morbid condition of the seminal fluid itself. 
In the second and third lectures Mr. Lee 
completely crushes the spermatorrheaists 
by showing that the-semen does not enter 
the vesiculse seminales at all, and that in so- 
called spermatorrhcoea the discharge consists 
of the secretion of the vesicule. Further 
on he makes some suggestive remarks on 
the treatment of stricture of the urethra, 
which, he says, is sometimes due to a syph- 
ilitic deposit in the urethral mucous mem- 
brane, and which is remediable only by con- 
stitutional remedies. 





On Contagious Ophthalmia. 


This subject is discussed by Mr. B. Carter 
in the last volume of the St. George’s Hospi- 
tal Reports. He shows that there are three 
forms of the disease; first, that in which it 
commences as blepharitis or inflammation 
in the ciliary follicles; secondly, where it 
begius as simple catarrahal or purulent con- 
junctivitis; and, thirdly, a variety in which 
the disease commences with the formation 
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of *‘ follicular granulations.’’ All these va- 
rieties are developed and fostered by bad 
hygienic conditions surrounding the pa- 
tients, and are, if neglected, —— of being 
conveyed, by contact or through the medium 
of the atmosphere, from one person to 
another, and, if untreated, may lead to dis- 
tortion of the eyelids and severe damage, or 
even actual destruction, of the eyeball. 
Mr. Carter specially warns against the evil 
effects of regarding cases as cured when 
only improved, as the disease will almost 
certainly be rekindled by any disturbing 
action. The point of Mr. Carter’s remarks 
may .be said to be the stress which he lays 
on the absolute necessity of establishing 
medical as well as lay inspection of schools 
and large public institutions, without which 
it is in vain to hope for a cessation of this 
hygienic scandal. 





Injections of Ergotine in Internal Hemor- 
rhage. 


Dr. Townsend, in the Dublin Medical 
Journal, recommends the by ermic use 
of ergotine in variousinternal hemorrhages. 
He gives various instances of its use, of 
which we give two. 

CasE I.—This case was a patient in the 
South Infirmary, named Mannix, who was 
admitted from Passage with hemoptysis. 
He had been in India. His appearance was 
that of a man of intemperate habits. There 
was moist crepitation under left clavicle, 
also evident dilatation of arch of aorta; the 
impulse over the sternum was very strong; 
there was no other symptom to indicate 
aneurism except an occasional pain in his 
back. As the blood was bright red, and 
coming up rather freely, with bubbling in 
the throat, I injected four grains of ergotine 
over his right elbow. His bowels had been 
well acted on before I saw him. The injec- 
tion caused slight redness and some smart- 
ing, but completely checked the expectora- 
tion of blood. Hedid not spit any red blood 
afterwards, and only a few rusty sputa. One 
injection was sufficient in this case. 

CAsE II.—P. Connell, a night watchman, 
was admitted into hospital with cardiac dis- 
ease of old standing, and an attack of acute 
dropsy, caused by exposure to wet; The 
urine was highly albuminous. Heimproved 
under treatment and was able to sit up, 
when he began to pass pure blood from the 
kidneys. LI injected four ge of ergotine 
with very little effect, as the urine was just 
as bloody next day. I then injected five 
grainy, and he immediately complained of 

is arm, which was soon red and painful 
round the part injected. This had the de- 
sired effect, as the urine was passed quite 
free from blood, clear and healthy-looking, 
but still containing albumen. This con- 
tinued for nearly a week, when the red 
color again appeared; another injection had 
the same effect, and I then put him on ni- 
tric acid and iron. He had no return of the 
hematuria. He left the hospital, and died 
shortly after of congestion of his lungs, 
caused by exposure to cold outside.

Chemical Gases and Health. 

Dr. Angus Smith has been studying the 
gaseous effluvia of chemical works in rela- 
tion to public health. There have been 
many opinions as to the distances which 
gases will travel. He thinks we may be 
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sure that sulphuric acid does not remain any 
perceptible time as a gas when it comes into 
the open air. Muriatie acid will go several 
miles; and sulphurous acid, he believes, 
goes further, but is diluted more rapidly, 
and therefore, is less perceived. Chlorine 
will go four miles and be quite distinct to 
the smell, if the ground be smooth; but if 
it be roughened by trees or vegetation, the 
trees obstruct the motion of the air and 
gases, and the absorbable portion is re- 
moved, but not without damage to vegeta- 
tion. . 

Dr. Smith reports that chemical works 
generally are greatly on the increase, and 
the power to repress escapes of gas does not 
increase with them. He thinks that when 
new manufactories are proposed the air 
might be examined, and if the atmosphere 
be injured to a certain extent, no more of 
the same manufactories should be allowed 
at the same place. 





Caution in the Use of Ergot. 

Dr. Wernich maintains that ergot consid- 
erably accelerates secretion of urine. He 
relates two cases in support of his experi- 
ments, in which the rapid formation of 
urine, under the influence of the drug, was 
such as to render parturition impossible. 
After catheterism had been effected, labor 
took place speedily. As a practical conclu- 
sion, Dr. Wernich lays down the rule that 
in all cases of labor in which ergot of rye 
has been administered, the condition of the 
bladder must be looked, into before any ma- 
nipulation is performed, and catheterism 
should always be performed in case of arrest 
of labor.

Effects of Opium Smoking. 

Dr. J. Johnson, who has had much hos- 
pital experience at Pekin, writes :— 

“Daily ebservation in hospital and dis- 
pensary practice during the past eight years, 
as well as attentive scrutiny of the health of 
opium smokers in all classes of society, 
abundantly proves tomy mind the delete- 
rious influence of opium smoking on health, 
and the serious effect it has on longevity. 
Its effects on the constitution, as I have ob- 
served them, appear to be, in the earlier 
stages, sluggish liver, obstinate constipa- 
tion, irritable stomach, loss of appetite, and, 
generally speaking, impaired nutrition; 
later on, when the quantity of opium 





smoked is large, there isan enervated condi- 
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tion of the whole system, constant epigas- 
tric uneasiness, total loss of appetite, great 
attenuation, and general debility.’’ Headds 
further, that it produces impotence and 
shorter lives. All this is equally true of 


laudanum-tippling.

Cryptopin. 

This is the name of one of the numerous 
alkaloids of opium. Its properties have 
lately been studied by Dr. Munk, of Berlin. 
It stands close to morphia in narcotic prop- 
erties, but is much more poisonous, produc- 
ing loss of motion and sensibility, rapidly 
followed by cessation of the heart’s action. 
Its chemical formula is given as C2 H® N°.

Sudden Death in Child-bed. 
Eps. MED. AND SuRG. REPORTER :— 


I wish to record a case in my practice 
which has caused me no little thought and 
study. I was called to see Mrs. M set, 
27, third confinement, Sunday, Oct. 12, 1873. 
Found her sitting up, and pain only once in 
25 or 30 minutes. Took dinner with them. 
She sat at table and ate. 

About 6 P. M. pains came on once in five 
minutes; presentation normal, pulse 120. 
Delivered her at 9.45 p., M. of a girl —— 
formed. Placenta attached to fundus, ad- 
herent th uarters extent, removed en- 
tire. Left at 11.30 Pp. M., pulse 110. Saw her 
next day ; lochia normal ; had slept unusally 
well toward morning; pulse 104; no signs 
of inflammation. Same next day; gave 
her a cathartic: Mag. sulph, 38s; potassz 
bitart., zi. Saw her the 16th, Thursday. 
As there was no action from cathartic, I 
repeated it. She said she was going to die, 
and had made this remark from Monday. 
She did not wish to nurse babe, saying it 
would have to be brought up by y Foe 

I was summoned to see her Thursday 
night and found her complaining of heat in 
the breast. The milk and secretions were 
natural. The lochial discharge had stopped, 
but returned and appeared normal. The 
bowels had moved by the combined action 
of cathartic and injection. Pulse 112; no 
tenderness of abdomen. Prescribed Dover 
pulv. and quinia. She slept some after mid- 
night. I saw her the next day (Friday), 
morning and night, and left her at 8 Pp. m. ; 
— 96, soft and regular; no pain in the 

ead. She ate her supper, nursed the babe, 
and slept until 1,30 on Saturday morning. 
Awoke, and said she yong, spe | todie. The 
sent a neighbor after mein great haste. 





was away from home, but arrived at 3 a. m. 
Made an examination, and found the dis- 
charge normal; no unusual heat at os uteri, 
no pain or tend 


erness of abdomen, ‘no head- 
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ache; . pulse 108, weak. I prepared some 
stimulus in adjoining room. She said she 


was dying, and at 3.05 a. M. she stopped 
breathing, easily and quietly. No post-mor- 
tem allowed. : 

- What was the matter with this patient? 
I am certain I removed the entire placent&, 
and there was no unusual amount of flood- 
ing; but she said from the first she was go- 
ing to die. In her previous confinement 
her pulse was from 120 to 130. 

IT am in the dark as to her case; there was 
no éxhaustion; she'sat up in’bed, and slept 
well without any anodynes, except for two 
nights.
